I am glad to refute his assertion that 
the Jewish home is rapidly losing its 
reputation for purity and can state 
that just the contrary is the case.

Accepting tile daily dietary stand­ 
ards which are based upon observa­ 
tions as to what people are accustomed 
to consume, it is plain th at the average 
man doing from light to m oderate 
m uscular work m ust take each day 
approxim ately HG gram s of proteid 
m atter (IS gram s of nitrogen), with 
sufficient fat and carbohydrate to yield 
a total fuel value of 3,050 large calo­ 
ries. The usual proportion of carbohy­ 
d rate (mostly starchy food) is about 
500 grains to 50-00 grains of fat. In 
other words, tile average man needs, 
according to the above hypothesis, ap­ 
proxim ately 120 gram s of proteid, 500 
gram s of carbohydrate and OO gram s 
of fat for his daily ration. In order to 
obtain these am ounts of nutrients he 
would require per day three-fourths of 
a pound of ordinary roast beef, one
